statement regarding Mr. Dutko, a former United States 
Foreign Service officer serving in Moscow.

Kissinger stopped U.S. action for Raoul Wallenberg 

An official American action in Moscow to throw some light upon the 
Wallenberg affair was stopped as late as six years ago. The then Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger suddenly in November 1973 said "no" to new 
actions and diplomatic pressures on the Soviet Union. The reason was that 
he was irritated about the Swedish criticism against U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam. The action, that had been well prepared, could have given the 
definite answer to the unanswered questions around the disappeared 
Swedish diplomat. This la all clear from classified documents in Washington 
that Sven Strttnberg has studied.

Raoul Wallenberg was in the late 1973 being discussed a top political level 
in Washington. Detailed instructions were written down on a telex tape, and 
it only had to be fed into a teleprinter; The American Ambassador to Moscow 
was to be given a direct order to intervene in the Raoul Wallenberg affair. 

A letter to the now deceased Mrs. Maj von Dardel, Raoul Wallenberg's 
mother, was written at the same time. It was dated July 26, 1973. 

The letter contained far- going promises for help in her ardent attempts 
to determine her son's fate. But the letter was never signed, and it was 
never sent to Sweden. It was placed among other background material about 
Wallenberg together with the, unsigned order to the Moscow Embassy in 
State Department archives. On top of the document it says: "Disapprove^ 
by Kissinger - J.O/15/73.’* 

So it was thus Kissinger himself - once persecuted himself as a Jew by the 

Nazis - who decided this matter and vent against his own experts on 

the Soviet Union and Sweden in the EUR division of the Department of State. 

Kissinger's decision is one example of the irony of this entire affair. 
Because it is as a matter of fact Wallenberg’s work with helping Jewish 
refugees is the main thread in all American communications about the 
missing' Swede. And his work for the Jews was the main point in the plan 
which Kissinger rejected. 

The American ties to Wallenberg’s work in Hungary during the war were also 
strong and have been proven many tines - not least through direct payments 
of American money to pay for Wallenberg’s work. 

But 1973, when the plans for American direct efforts were outlined in the 
Department of State in Washington, was not a good year for Sweden in the 
U.S. This was particularly true when it cane to Secretary of Statfe Henry 
Kissinger and President Richard Nixon. 

The extremely frustrated relations was a result of Sweden’s increasingly 
critical stand against U.S. Vietnam policies. It has become known after- 
wards that most of the anger came from Henry Kissinger in person, who was 
especially insulted because of the allusions to Nazi-like crimes against 
Vietnam. 
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It Is remarkable that the Raoul Wallenberg affair at all was given such 
a detailed attention in Washington at this late date. This indicates 
a permanent interest within the Department of State and that a great deal 
remains to be said about this matter. 

Against the background of this and the amount of material there is in 
U.S. archives about Raoul Wallenberg and his connections with WRB (War 
Refugee Board - President Roosevelt’s large aid program for Jewish 
refugees in Europe) makes it even more regrettable that the official Sweden 
did not try harder to get help from the U.S. 

Thorough studies in various archives ( National Archives, Washington Stite 
Department Archives, ditto. Roosevelt Library, Hyde Park, New York, and 
others) show that Wallenberg’s work arid disappearance as well as the 
efforts from Swedish authorities to determine his situation was carefully 
followed up in the U.S. •• r . i 

In the beginning of Raoul Wallenberg’s absence, the U.S. offered to help 
in the search for him by using pressure in Moscow,' but Sweden did not 
wish to take the U.S. up on the offer. The interest in Walienberg was then 
at its peak and the case was carefully followed up by several secretaries 
in Roosevelt's cabinet. ' 

It is thus completely conceivable that a joint * Svedish-American diplomatic 
project could havebeen worked out to once and for all determine what 
had happened to Raoul Wallenberg. 

The Department of State certainly had the interest and this interest might 
have been revived after Kissinger’s resignation and the restored Swedish 
American relations. 

Now it seems as if the case - in spite of a reawakened Interest because of 
. witnesses testifying that Wallenberg still was alive in 1975 - will be 
placed in the historic files through the Government's decision to release 
the Swedish Wallenberg archives. 

The KFA £a^vs that the efforts to create full knowledge about Wallenberg’s 
fate are to be continued, but every new request to the Soviet authorities 
get the sane answer and follow the sane vain pattern. 

It should not be this way. With more of an effort the collective American 
Wallenberg picture should have been used to initiate a cooperation with the 
Americans. * V • 

The Freedom of Information Act is an excellent instrument for research in 
the U.S. By requesting in writing to study classified documents, otherwise 
highly confidential material can become available. It is up to each and 
everyone to make such research in American archives, and it is also this c2£Lh 
method that was applied to obtain the information in this article. 

In the same way it can now also be shown how Mrs. Mai von Dardel carried on 
her fight all alone in the U.S. with letters and calls. She was the person 
behind the final persuation of the U.S. to intervene - which they would have 
done had it not been for Mr. Kissinger.

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In a latter, where she also criticized the Swedish Government for its 
passivity, she turned in May 1973 to the Department of State and requested 
help. They were moved there by her long uncertainty and emphasized in 
particular the picture of the aging mother, more than 80 years old, 
who could not find peace until she knew what had happened to her son. 

In the letter, which was sent directly to Kissinger, but out of routine was 
handled by EUR, May von Dardel wrote the following among other things:

I have with the greatest admiration followed your unflagging and successful 
fight for peace in the Far East. I now turn to you about my son 
Raoul Wallenberg, born in 1912. His. father was a cousin of Jacob and 
Marcus Wallenberg, whom I suppose you know well. 

In 1944, at the request of the then U.S. Ambassador to' Sweden, Hershel 
Johnson, my son accepted X& as a Secretary. at the Swedish Legation in 
Budapest to lead a rescue operation for Hungarian Jews, persecuted by the 
Nazis. Thanks to his successful efforts several thousand Jews were saved. 

When the Soviet troups arrived in Budapest in January 1945, my son was 
taken prisoner by then, since they paradoxally enough believed he was a 
spy. He was brought to Moscow and imprisoned.

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Repeated reqsests from Swedish authorities regarding my son's fate remained 
unanswered until August 18, 1947/ when the Soviet Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, Vysjinskij, in a memorandum explained that Raoul Wallenberg was 
not in the Soviet Union and must be considered killed during the 
fighting in Budapest or imprisoned by the Nazis. . 

Later on a number of repatriated prisoners assured us that they had been 
in contact with my son in various prisons in Moscow during the years 1945- 
1947. Their testimonies were transmitted to the Soviet Foreign Minister. 

In a memorandum dated February 6, 1957 Foreign Minister Gromyko, informed the 
Swedish authorities that they had found no trace of Raoul Wallenberg, but on 
the other band they had found a document among the Lubjanka Prison files 
which referred to him. 

The document, a hand-written report from July 17, 1947 and signed by the 
head of the prison hospital. Colonel Smoltsov, and transmitted to the J 

then Minister for Domestic Soviet Security, Abakumov, declared that the j 

prisoner Wallenberg had died during the night, probably from a heart attack, j] 
According to Gromyko's memorandum it must therefore be assumed that Uallenbe:.j 
died in July 1947. With reference to this document both Chrustjev and 
Kosygin later on answered Swedish requests regarding my son that he was \ ^ 

dead. 

Several returning prisoners, however, assured that Raoul Wallenberg still 
was alive in Soviet prisons after 1947. A Soviet scientist said in 1961 . j 

that Raoul Wallenberg was at a Soviet mental hospital at the time. In spite * 
of this the Swedish Government is presently unwilling to make additional 
requests at the Soviet authorities regarding my son. !

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I now ask you, who through your^.outstandlng efforts have freed thousands 
of prisoners, to against the background of ny tragic uncertainty about vhat 
really happened to my son after he was Imprisoned, to inform me if you 
have a possibility to do something which could shed new light on ny son’s 
fate, and if he still is alive to bring him back to freedom.

Henry Kissinger. Attached was a classified memorandum where Mrs. von 
Dardel 1 s vie'/points were commented and also including * detailed description 
of the entire Wallenberg case.

In this file there is also an unsigned letter to MaJ von Dardel and a - *f 
cable all ready to'be telexed: to 1 the U.S. Embassy in Moscow ordering 
them to begin new investigations. 

The classified documents ;also include a recommendation to Kissinger to 
approve the project; and it was signed by five different political and 
diplomatic experts at various levels within ;the Department of State.

The attached letter and memorandum from Mrs. Fredrik von Dardel regarding 
her son, Raoul Wallenberg was sent to our Embassy -in Stockholm with a 
request that it transmitted to letter to you. In’ 1 her letter, Mrs. von 
Dardel asks you to make requests (presumably among the Soviet leaders) re 
her son. 

He was a Swedish diplomat in Hungary and was captured in 1945 by Soviet 
authorities in Budapest. Despite the fact that the Swedish Government 
has made repeated efforts to determine Wallenberg’s fate, the Soviet 
Government has maintained that Wallenberg died in a prison in Moscow on Julv 
1947.

The Swedish Government has been unwilling to make additional requests about 
Wallenberg since 1965, in spite of the unsatisfactory answers from Soviet* 

As Mrs. von Dardel points out, her son went to Budapest in 1944 at the 
request of the then U.S. Ambassador to Sweden to, lead a rescue operation 
for Hungarian Jews and his efforts saved thousands of Jews from death.

Since Mrs. von Dardel now is 80 years old >nd ; at poor health, she probably 
wishes to make one last attempt to determine her son’s fate before she I 

passes away. Considering the cotripassion’one must; feel in this, case and the | 
fact that the U.S. Government- was behind Wallenberg’s mission in Hungary, ve i 
are of the opinion that we ought to take a positive stand to Mrs. von 
Dardel’s request and offer to make new inquires ' at the Soviet Foreign 
Office without therefore giving her false hopes that this would lead *

In view of the humanitarian nature of the case and your son’s efforts 
on behalf ofl the Hungarian ; Jews during World War II, the United States 
Government is prepared ;to make inquires regarding you son’s fate of the 
Soviet 5 Government through the American Embassy in Moscow. At. such' tine *' 
as an answer is received, we vill-^ proratly. However, 

in view of the many years that have gone by since^your son disappeared and 
earlier failures to provide further information about his fate, I must ask 
not to be too optimistic regarding our possibilities of obtaining KXK more 
exact information about his case. 

With my deepest sympathy for your suffereing during all these years.

The cable from the Department of State-in Washington to the Embassy In 
Moscow consisted of three parts; .of « which the first two explained the 
nature of the matter and the background to what has-been described 
in the Department’s memorandum to Kissinger. The last paragraph orders the 
U.S. Ambassador; to contact the Foreign Office (in Moscow) and request 
available information' about Wallenberg. 

The cable had been' prepared and was already typed on a telex tape to be 
fed to the telex system which connects the headquarters In Washington with 
Embassy 'in Moscow. 

Everything was. tbv.s ready to go. All it took was a formal OK by Kissinger 
for the Wallenberg case to have entered a new and possibly concluding 
phase. But Kissinger said ."no".-

After Raoul Wallenberg disappeared in January 1945 In connection with the 
Russian invasion of Hungary his- fate has been brought up repeatedly 
in the U.S. The amount of documents that have been de-classif led is 
large but behind t'A the wings thore arc still docuncnts . that, are 
classified, entire pages have been crossed out in some of the material. 

This night be the proof that Raoul Wallenberg did not only work for the 
' protection of the Jewish refugees. The frequently discussed espionage 
theory is close at hand.V • 

It was it tne initiative of; the then American Minister to Stockholm, llershc! 
Johnson, ■ that Wallenberg was .commissioned to the Swedish Legation in Buda- 
pest and his efforts to help Jewish refugees was also financed with 
American money. . '* • 

This was money that had been collected via Jewish organizations and 
chan.'.lled through a special refugee bureau - WRB - War Refugee Board. 

When it cones to the American efforts to assist Sweden in its search 
for Raoul Wallenberg immediately after he disappeared they were almost 
moving. Hcrshel Johnson in particular brought up his case several tines, one 
he was backed up by several lending' politicians - e .g. Secretary of State 
Edward Stettinius and Secretary of Finance Henry Morgenthau. The latter 
was strongly involved and wanted to be kept personally informed about the 
development. 

Hershol Johnson managed after a request to the Department of State to have 
Secretary of State Edward Stettinius on April 9, 1945 request to the U.S. 
Embassy in Moscow to give the Swedish Legation there" every support possihl*. 
in its appeal to the Russian Government for assistance to determine 
Wallenberg's fate". In the telegram a special reference is made to the 
particular American interest in Wallenberg's activities in Hungary. 

The American Ambassador to Moscow, Avcrell Harrinan, reported to the 
Department of State in a cable dated April that the Swedish Legation 
had no reason to believe that the Russians were not doing everything they 
could to find out what had happened to Wallenberg. The Legation did not 
find it desireabie that the Americans made a request re Wallenberg to the 
Soviet Foreign Office. 

These offers for help - which Sweden thus officially rejected - have been 
^ commented several times before. But after having studied the entire 
[picture - whe" the authorities in the U.S. has released the material - the 
* jl Swedish unwillingness to accept American support on this matter seems 
lcompletely unforgivable. 

The Raoul Wallenberg case might never have been a mystery if the U.S. bad 
been allowed to intervene at this point in time. The American engagement 
was both strong and passionate. It was the actions by Swedish politicians 
and officials vhc caused Wallenberg’s long suffereings - this is the 
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s.id irutli and thlr. truth h-ir. to be rer.on t od once nr.ain. Espoci.il lv no.- 
vhen the cnor-ous heap of Swedish WnJ lc:ihcrf. papers - 6-iitably cleaned- 
arc expected to be released for the MFA shortly. 

The Awcrican Interest In Wallenberg has cooled off over the years. In 
a letter to Stic Hamel, head of the Nobel Foundation, written in 1974 
by Henry Klssinccr in answer to a request on account of Wallenberg's 
nother it says: 

Dear Mr. Rarael: ... * . • 

Thank you for your letter of February 20, 1974 in which you on account of 
Mrs. Ma.1 von Dardel request certain inforration recarding Raoul Wallenhcrg's 
fate. Let ne first say that I deeply sympathize with Mrs. von Dardcl's . ; ’ ; 

efforts to once and for all find out what has happened to her son. It is '■ ■ 
indeed tragic that his case still has Trot been solved after so many years - ■ 

after the end of World War II. I ao 'furthermore completely aware of 
the humanitarian actions of Mr. W’allenbcrg in saving so many people from ' ' 
the Nazi concentration camps.' . .. • 

In reply to your and the Swedish Government's request our archives have 
been scrutenizcd in order to determine if 7 the U.S. Government disposes 
over information that can shed additional light on Mr. Wallenberg's 
case. Unfortunately, these efforts did not provide any such information 
which also the Swedish' Government will be informed of. I regret that ny 
answer is not more encouraging.

And In this spirit the off-icial and so far available American treatment 
of Raoul Wallenbcrg*s disappearance ends. But in the wings there is still 
material which is highly classified. In roy research here entire documents 
have been withheld with reference to that they are too sensitive - and 
it did not help to appeal to higher authorities either - and also pages 
or parts of certain pages in the available material was omitted or crossed 
out for the sane reason. 

This might be the proof that Raoul Wallenberg was not only working to 
protect and liberate Jewish refugees. The often discussed spy theory is 
close at hand The American organization Office of Strategic Studies, which 
preceeded CIA, was in its most active period in the oid-1940's, and it 
needed agents not least in the Balkan States for its activities. Raoul 
Wallenberg was with his background (for example academic studies in the U.S.* 
and his position at the Swedish Legation in Budapest a perfect candidate 
for this. It is also when statements about Wallenber’s tasks as a spy 
are commented in the now released documents from the Department of State 
in Washington that the authorities decided to censor the material. 

In a confidential dispatch from Stockholm to State Department on February 
25, 1957 (two days after the USSR spoke up and declared that Wallenberg 
was dead) the Swedish reactions to the reply were sunmerized. In a 
comment to these a large portion of the text was erased. It comes after 
the following introduction: 
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"A rcreral explanation to vhv Wallenberg vns liauidator! by the Hi:: ': in-.:: 
is that they believed that he vas an American spy. Rudolph rhilipp. 
Secretary in the Wallenberg Comittce - a group of prominent Swedish citi- 
zens 7 at one time maintained that Wallenberg vas on a secret mission 
for President Rosevelt. Many Swedish officials have pointed out to me 
that Wallenberg was a close friend of the former American Minister 
Hcrchcl Johnson and that it was he who picked Wallenberg for his 
dangerous mission. Be as it may f so far ' there are no concrete evidence 
to the effect that Wallenberg was involved in any espionage activities or 
that he was cent out on secret missions for a foreign power. 

Hefe the text stops abruptly and two pages have been left blank before 
the report is signed off by the then First Secretary Joseph Sweeney. At 
a late** occasion - in February 1965 - four entire pages have been eliminate 
from a report from the Stockholm Embassy to Washington re Wallenberg. 

Raoul Valienberg is registered in more or less extensive* files in at least 
five archives in the U.S. today r National Archives*in Washington lias comp- 
letely open files about him dating from 1945 and up to 1950; The Roosevelt 
museum in the little town of Hyde Park in N.Y. State also has quite a lot 
of material; as has the Truman archives.' In addition to this the Department 
of State has followed up the case very carefully and some documents can 
also be found at CIA in Langley, Va. 

In September 1965 State Department put together a list of documents they 
had on this natter. The list vas sent to Stockholm to be studied by the 
Embassy, which vas authorized to show selected parts to * the Swedish Govern- 
ment. This vas done by order of Secretary of State Dean Rusk. 

The list is classified and will not automatically be released after a 
certain time period. But in cue copy that vas now obtained at least 37 
titles of various documents dating from >!archl945 to Kay 1959 were 
listed. The American Ambassador decided after having given the natter some 
. . thought not to let the Swedish Government see the collection of docunencs. 

No explanation for this vas given. ; ^ • 

A mysterious box is also mentioned in the documentation. The box vas 
asked for for the first time by Hershel Johnson. He cabled Washington 
and asked for help to -find JLt; Raoul Wallenberg had a large wooden box 
at the Swedish Legation in Budapest. It was placed near the entrance to 
a bomb shelter In the box Wallenberg kept a number of documents about 
the Jewish situation and the rescue operations he led in Hungary. They 
were priceless, according to Johnson. 

He suggested that every conceivable efforts be taken by the American re- 
presentation in Budapest to rescue the box. The American concern about his 
box vas apparent. And when information cane in September 1945 that the 
Russians had confiscated XK&XH&XX all of Wallenberg *s documents and notes 
in a special cable from Dean Achcson to the U.S. Embassy in Moscow this 
can very veil be interpreted as that these documents contained most 
compromising information about the U.S. and Wallenberg.

I became friendly with Krisko and, when we met later in Germany, we saw 
each other every day. During our chats we* often returned to his "road of 
sorrow" and the kidnapping of R. Wallenberg so I remember his tale well. 
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Soon after the Red Army took Budapest in early 1945, four SMERSH agents 
. dressed in regular Red Army uniforms seized Krisko near the Swedish Embassy, 
tossed him .into a car, and took him to some commandatura on the outskirts of 
Pest/ Here after interrogation they tossed him into a cellar full of prisoners 
of various nationalities packed in like sardines# Greeks, Spaniards, y 
• Rumanians, Yugoslavs,’; and others, . ;V -'r;,*..- >. 

•According to Krisko, R. Wallenberg was also kidnapped the same day or a 
day later. After two days Krisko was hauled to an airport and placed on 
•* a large transport .aircraft. There were several dozen foreign prisoners 
already aboard, among whom Krisko recognized Raoul Wallenberg who recognized 
him and nodded his head... He looked buoyant probably thinking his arrest was 
a misunderstanding. How could he even think that he would never again see 
Sweden, never again see his relatives.' But, Krisko was unable to talk to 
.the diplomat since the guards armed with automatic. weapons--one* guard per * 

. prisoner — refused to allow any conversation. , : 

The aircraft landed several hours later at a Moscow airport and the prisoners 
were taken to the Lubyanka. Here Krisko was placed in solitary where he 
remained, three years. During that time he was interrogated each week the 
first year and less as time went on by several investigators, including the 
head Chekist Abakumov.- Although the Chekists accused Krisko of spying for 
Sweden, then England, then the USA, . the interrogations centered on the . 

' activities of Raoul Wallenberg/ The investigators were interested in what 
Russians had contact, with him, i.e.. that had requested help and they asked 
what help Wallenberg gave then and- so on. They, were also interested in the 
role the diplomat played in rescuing Jews , as was described in detail by 
A. Kalinskiy in his article. , 

Although Krisko' was in solitary he was able to find out in a roundabout 
manner that Wallenberg was also there' in the Lubyanka. By the way, even 
the investigators talked about that. Trying to get the necessary confession 
from him, they said, for example, that there was no sense holding back since 
Wallenberg had already confessed the day before, supposedly. 

After three years of imprisonment at the Lubyanka, Krisko was taken to 
Vladimir Prison. There was no trial of any kind but he remained nonetheless 
in a difficult situation for in excess of 10 years. He was also in solitary 
at the Vladimir Prison. After Adenauer succeeded in achieving the freedom 
v of German prisoners of*; war and individuals deported during the war, Krisko 
being a Cerman subject was sent from the jail to a repatriation camp, then 
to West Germany, a week later.. 
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. Having arrived in Germany, Krisko visited the CIA office in Frankfurt*.^ 

and reported everything v that he knew about Wallenberg* s kidnapping. 

£ V*. The Americans took down his testimony, but pointed out that since 

Wallenberg is a Swede and not an American, his case in essence was not 
applicable to them. Krisko later traveled to Stockholm. I do not 
recall with whom he spoke there. But, they did. not demonstrate much 
interest in Sweden in Krisko*s information then, i.e. in the mid-1950*s. 

As former Polish army captain A. Kalinskiy notes, the principle enforced 
there was * , don*t anger the Kremlin in any way.** 

Naturally, it is Soviet; leaders who are primarily responsible for the 
f tragic fate of .Raoul. Wallenberg. However, their guilt does not take away 
'/•* • the responsibility of the socialists sitting in the Swedish government, for 
the fate of their diplomat. 1 When information was received about the Soviet 
crime, they did everything possible to see. that Wallenberg* s kidnapping 
did not receive wide publicity, fearing an international scandal, and hoping 
to straighten things out on. the sly. The instance with Krisko is evidence 
of this. Rather than widely publicizing his information and setting up a 
.-V* press conference, the Swedish bureaucrats hurried to get rid of him, 

• •/ announcing that, a special commission to investigate the Wallenberg matter 

would visit Krisko in Hamburg. As to be expected, no such commission ever 
showed up. Five years ago Krisko suddenly died of a heart attack in Hamburg. 

. His wife Yelena Osipovna and daughter Kristabella-Aleksandra are now living 

.. v there. During Krisko*s kidnapping his wife also was in Hungary.

Thus, even when it had become quite certain that R. Wallenberg was still 
sitting in a Soviet jail, the Swedish government limited itself to timid 
; protests rather than presenting ;an ultimatum about the immediate release 
of their perfectly innocent diplomat and threatening the severance of 
diplomatic relations. But, as numerous examples showed, tjie Soviets only 
laughed at toothless protests.

Meanwhile, what else do you expect from a government headed by such people 
as the notorious Palme (he is now out of office). When President Ford gave 
the order that Vietnamese rescued from the Red terror would be given the 
opportunity to leave .Vietnam, Palme censured this order.

- holds an innocent Swedish diplomat for decades in its jails (and possibly 

has already killed him), the Swedish Prime Minister then puts his finger to 
his. lips and says "not so loud, don*t irritate the Soviets, don*t ruin detente. 
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Absolutely not* They might not allow Swedish tourists to see Leningrad. \ 
and Moscow and the Swedes would be deprived of the opportunity to leave 
their kroner in Soviet hotels# restaurants, and Beryozkas* . • . • 

It is significant that on 14 June 1945 when SMERSH agents in Berlin kid- 
napped the Danish Dr. Alexander- Tomsen, representative of the international 
Red Cross and sent him to Butyrki\jail, Danish government bureaucrats did 
just the same thing as the Swedes — in spite of the, furor on the part of. 
relatives and his brother# an American army officer# everything was done 
in Denmark to insure that the doctor's kidnapping did not receive wide 
publicity. Dr# A. Tomsen was found guilty of espionage and sat in Vorkuta 
for 10 years. .But, his fate was better than that of Raoul Wallenberg. 

He was freed , and returned to Denmark.

An official American action in Moscow to throw some light upon the 

Wallenberg affair was stopped as late as six years ago. The then Secretary v 

of State Henry Kissinger suddenly in November 1973 said "no*' to new »> 

actions and diplomatic pressures on the Soviet Union. The reason was that 

he was irritated about the Swedish criticism against U.S. involvement in 

Vietnam. The action, that had been well prepared, could have given the v 

definite answer to the unanswered questions around the disappeared 

Swedish diplomat. This is all clear from classified documents in Washington 

that Sven StrSmberg has studied. , *

Raoul Wallenberg was in the late 1973 being discussed a top political level 
in Washington. Detailed instructions were written down on a telex tape, and » 
it only had to be fed into a teleprinter; The American Ambassador to Moscow ; 
was to be given a direct order to intervene in the Raoul Wallenberg affair. ‘ •

A letter to the now deceased Mrs. Maj von Dardel, Raoul Wallenberg's f 

mother, was written at the same time. It was dated July 26, 1973. j 

The letter contained far- going. promises for help in her ardent attempts v 
to determine her son's fate. But the letter was never signed, and it was 
never sent to Sweden. It was placed among other background material about j - 
Wallenberg together with the. unsigned order to the Moscow Embassy in 
State Department archives.

The American ties to Wallenberg's work in Hungary during the war were also j 

strong and have been proven many tines - not least through direct payments } 

of American money to pay for Wallenberg's work. \ 



But 1973, when the plans for American direct efforts were outlined in the 
Department of State in Washington, was not a good year for Sweden in the 
U.S. This was particularly true when it cane to Secretary of Statfc Henry 
Kissinger and President Richard Nixon.

The extremely frustrated relations was a result of Sweden's increasingly 
critical stand against U.S. Vietnam policies. It has become known after- 
wards that most of the anger came from Henry Kissinger in person, who was 
especially insulted because of the allusions to Nazi-like crimes against 
Vietnam.

After Raoul Wallenberg disappeared In January 1945 in connection with the 
Russian invasion of Hungary his* fate has been brought up repeatedly 
in the U.S. The amount of documents that have been dc-classif ied is 
large but behind V6 the wings thare arc still documents . that v are 
classified, entire pap.es have been crossed out in some of the material. 

This nip.ht be the proof that Raoul Wall enberg did not only work for the 
protection of the Jewish refugees. The frequently discussed espionage ' 

theory is close at hand. 

It was at the initiative of/the then American Minister to Stockholm, Hershc 
Johnson, .* that Wallenberg was .commissioned to the Swedish Legation in Buda- 
pest and his efforts to help Jewish refugees was also financed with 
American money. . 

This was money that had been collected via Jewish organizations and 
chanalled through a special refugee bureau - WRB - War Refugee Board. 

When it comes to the American efforts to assist Sweden in its search 
for Raoul Wallenberg innediately after he disappeared they were almost 
moving. Hershel Johnson in particular brought up his case several times, enc 
he was backed up by several leading' politicians - e.g. Secretary of State 
Edward Stettinius and Secretary of Finance Henry Morgenthau. The latter 
was strongly involved and wanted to be kept personally informed about the 
development. 

Hershel Johnson managed after a request to the Department of State to have 
Secretary of State Edward Stettinius on April 9, 1945 request to the U.S. 
Embassy in Moscow to give the Swedish Legation there" every support possible 
in its appeal to the Russian Government for assistance to determine 
Wallenberg's fate". In the telegram a special reference is made to the 
particular American interest in Wallenberg's activities in Hungary. 

The American Ambassador to Moscow, Averell Harrinan, reported to the 
Department of State in a cable dated April 12 that the Swedish Legation • 
had no reason to believe that the Russians were not doing everything they 
could to find out what had happened to Wallenberg. The Legation did not 
find it desireable that the Americans made a request re Wallenberg to the 
Soviet Foreign Office.

These offers for help - which Sweden thus officially rejected - have been 
commented several tines before. But after having studied the entire 
picture - whe* the authorities in the U.S. has released the material - the 
Swedish unwillingness to accept American support on this matter seems 
completely unforgivable.

The Raoul Wallenberg case might never have been a mystery if the U.S. had 
been allowed to intervene at this point in tine. The American engagement 
was both strong and passionate. It was the actions by Swedish politicians 
and officials who caused Wallenberg's long suffereings - this Is the 
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sad truth and thir. truth Ivin to be rcr»>nfc?d once again. Especially now 
when the enormous heap of Swedish Wallenberg papers - suitably cleaned- 
are expected to be released for the MFA shortly. 

The American interest in Wallenberg has cooled off over the years. In 
a letter to Stig Hamel, head of the Nobel Foundation, written in 1974 
by Henry Kissinger in answer to a request on account of Wallenberg’s 
mother it says:

Thank you for your letter of February 20, 1974 in which you on account of 
Mrs. Maj von Dardel request certain information regarding Raoul Wallenberg’s 
fate. Let me first say that I deeply sympathize with Mrs. von Dardel’s y 
efforts to once and for all find out what has happened to her son. It is 
indeed tragic that his case still has "not been solved after so many years 
after the end of Vtorld War II. I an furthermore completely aware of 
the humanitar ian actions of Mr. W T allenbcrg in saving so many people from 
the Nazi concentration camps; ' . 

In reply to your and the SvcdishiGovernment ’s request our archives have 
been scrutenized in order to determine if the U.S. Government disposes 
over information that can shed additional light on Mr. V/allenberg's 
case. Unfortunately, these efforts did not provide any such information 
which also the Swedish' Government will be informed of. I regret that ny 
answer is not more encouraging. 

Sincerely, 

Henry A. Kissinger. 

And in this spirit the official and so far available American treatment 
of Raoul Wallenberg’s disappearance ends. But in the wings there is still 
material which is highly classified. In my research here entire documents 
have been withheld with reference to that they are too sensitive - and 
it did not help to appeal to higher authorities either - and also pages 
or parts of certain pages in the available material was omitted or crossed 
out for the sane reason. . 

This might be the proof that Raoul Wallenberg was not only working to 
protect and liberate Jewish refugees. The often discussed spy theory is 
close at hand The American organization Office of Strategic Studies, which ■] 
preceeded CIA, was in its most active period in the nid-1940’s, and it 
needed agents not least in the Balkan States for its activities. Raoul 
Wallenberg was with his background (for example acadenic studies in the U.S.* 
and his position at the Swedish Legation in Budapest a perfect candidate 
for this. It is also when statements about Wallenber’s tasks as a spy 
are commented in the now released documents from the Department of State 
in Washington that the authorities decided to censor the material. 

In a confidential dispatch from Stockholm to State Department on February 
25, 1957 (two days after the USSR spoke up and declared that Wallenberg 
was dead) the Swedish reactions to the reply were summer i zed.

Rudolph Philipp, 
Secretary in the Wallenberg Committee - a group of prominent Swedish citi- 
zens 7 at one time maintained that Wallenberg was on a secret mission 
for President Rocevelt. Many Swedish officials have pointed out to me 
that Wallenberg was a close friend of the former American Minister 
Hcrchel Johnson and that it vas he who picked Wallenberg for his 
dangerous mission.

the report is signed off by the then First : Secretary Joseph Sweeney. At 
a later occasion — in February. 1965;- four entire pages have been eliminate 
from a report from the Stockholm Embassy to Washington re Wallenberg. 

Raoul Wallenberg is registered in more or iess extensive files in at least 
five archives in the U.S. today r National Archives* in Washington lias comp- 
letely open files about him dating from 1945 and up to 1950; The Roosevelt 
museum in the little town of Hyde Park in N.Y. State also has quite a lot 
of material; as has the Truman archives.' In addition to this the Department 
of State has followed up the case very carefully and some documents can 
also be found at CIA in Langley, Va. 






In September 1965 State Department put together. a list of documents they 
had on this natter. The list vas sent to Stockholm to be studied by the 
Embassy, which vas authorized to show selected parts to the Swedish Covcrn- 
ment. This vas done by order of Secretary of State Dean Rusk. 

The list is classified and will not automatically be released after a 
certain time period. But in the copy that was now obtained at least 37 
titles of various documents dating fr ora >!arch *1945 to May 1959 were 
listed. The American Ambassador decided after having given the matter some 
thought not to let the Swedish Government see the collection of documents. 
Ko explanation for this vas given.* , 

A mysterious box i 9 also mentioned in the documentation. The box was 
asked for for the first time by Hershel Johnson. He cabled Washington 
and asked for help to -find it. Raoul Wallenberg had a large wooden box 
at the Swedish Legation in Budapest. It vas placed near the entrance to 
a bomb shelter. In the box Wallenberg kept a number of documents about 
the Jewish situation and the rescue operations he led in Hungary. They 
were priceless, according to Johnson. 



He suggested that every conceivable efforts be taken by the American re- 
presentation in Budapest to rescue the box. The American concern about his 
box vas apparent. And when information came in September 1945 that the 
Russians had confiscated XK&XE&XX all of Wallenberg’s documents and notes 
in a special cable from Dean Acheson to the U.S. Embassy in Moscow this 
can very well be interpreted as that these documents contained most 
compromising information about the U.S. and Wallenberg.

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It is remarkable that the Raoul Wallenberg affair at all was given such 
a detailed attention in Washington at this late date. This indicates 
a permanent interest within the Department of State and that a great deal 
remains to be said about this matter. j 

Against the background of this and the amount of material there is in 
U.S. archives about Raoul Wallenberg and his connections with WRB (War 
Refugee Board - President Roosevelt's large aid program for Jewish 
refugees in Europe) makes it even more regrettable that the official Sweden 
did not try harder to get help from the U.S. 

Thorough studies in various archives ( National Archives, Washington Sttte 
Department Archives, ditto. Roosevelt Library, Hyde Park, New York, and ; 
others) show that Wallenberg's work arid disappearance as well as the 
efforts from Swedish authorities to determine his situation was carefully 
followed up in the U.S. j 

In the beginning of Raoul Wallenberg's absence, the U.S. offered to help * * 
in the search for him by using pressure in Moscow, but Sweden did not 
wish to take the U.S. up on the offer. The interest in Walienberg was then 
at its peak and the case was carefully followed up by several secretaries 
in Roosevelt's cabinet. 

It is thus completely conceivable that a joint • Swedish-American diplomatic 
project could havebeen worked out to once and for all determine what 
had happened to Raoul Wallenberg. 

The Department of State certainly had the interest and this interest might 
have been revived after Kissinger's resignation and the restored Swedish 
American relations. ; 

Now it seems as if the case - in spite of a reawakened interest because of 
witnesses testifying that Wallenberg still was alive in 1975 -will be 
placed in the historic files through the Government's decision to release 
the Swedish Wallenberg archives. 

The MFA sayjs that the efforts to create full knowledge about Wallenberg's 
fate are to be continued, but every new request to the Soviet authorities 
get the sane answer and follow the sane vain pattern. . 

It should not be this way. With more of an effort the collective American 
Wallenberg picture should have been used to initiate a cooperation with the 
Americans. A

the U.S. By requesting in writing to. study classified documents, otherwise 
highly confidential material can become available. It is up to each and 
everyone to make such research in American archives, and it is also this. 
method that was applied to obtain the information in this article.

her fight all alone in the U.S. with letters and calls. She was the person 
behind the final persuation of the U.S. to intervene - which they would have 
done had it not been for Mr. Kissinger.
